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Some of the world's leading mathematical scholars will speak at The George

progress in mathematical research. 

Professor Marshall Hall, Jr., from the California Institute of Technology will 
give the initial lecture this fall. He will discuss "Group Theory" during his October 
15th appearances at Lisner Auditorium at 10:30 a.m. and 1:30 p.m. 

The lecture series, which is in its second year, is designed to provide a more 
rapid and efficient dissemination of information on the current status and principle 
directions of research in mathematics, 

"With the rapid expansion in mathematics, the mathematician finds it an effort 
to preserve a clear view of the current situation in related fields, sometimes even 
in his own field," said Professor David Nelson, chairman of the University's Depart¬ 
ment of Mathematics. 

The series was arranged by the department And is sponsored by the Office of Naval 
Research. The lectures are being published under the editorship of Dr. Thomas Saaty 
of the Office of Naval Research. 

Scientists on the staff of Navy laboratories and other Naval activities in the 
Washington area will attend the sessions, but Professor Nelson stressed that the 
lectures are also open to the community. 

Nine lectures are scheduled for the 1963—61* academic year. Nine lectures were 
also presented last year.

A comprehensive report of methods of fostering and rewarding invention in the 
company, the government and the university has been published by The George Washington 
University's Patent, Trademark and Copyright Research Institute. 

The report is based on the proceedings of the Institute's seventh annual public 
conference, which was held last summer in Washington, D. C. 

"The report provides much-sought after information needed for decision making 
in the area of invention incentives," said L. James Harris, Executive Director of the 
Research Institute. "The conference was attended by some of the nation's key repre¬ 
sentatives from different fields of activity relating to invention incentives. The 
report includes their views on how to foster and reward invention, and important 
findings of the Research Institute's staff." 

Harris said "the report of the conference is part of a systematic publications 
program of the Research Institute, which represents the first university attempt at a 
comprehensive study of the economic, legal and social facts, problems and principles 
relating to fostering, rewarding and protecting new ideas."

The association has just completed Its three-day annual meeting (October 7, 

8, and 9, 1963) with The George Washington University as host. The annual meeting 
of the association in 196U will be held in Seattle, Washington. 
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A total of $11*9,600 in four-year, full-tuition trustee scholarships will be 
awarded to 3l* Washington area high school students who plan to enter The George 
Washington University in September 1961*, President Thomas H. Carroll announced today. 

The scholarship awards will be made to outstanding graduates *f the 1961* February 
and June classes in the District of Columbia, Montgomery County, Prince Georges County, 
Arlington County, Alexandria, and Fairfax County-Falls Church. 

Candidates are nominated, upon application, by the principal and faculty of their 
respective schools. Deadline for receipt of nominations is February 1, 1961*. 

Candidates must take the College Entrance Examination Board tests not later than 
December of this year in order to be eligible for one of the scholarships. 

The scholarships are for $1*1*00 each, and may be used in the Columbian College of 
Arts and Sciences. The basis for the awards is high scholarship and financial need. 

Information on the scholarships has been mailed to 11? accredited private, public 
and parochial schools in the Washington area. Students should consult their principals 
or counselors for the scholarship information. 

In addition to the 3l* trustee scholarships, several other scholarships are also 
available at the University. 

Four full-tuition scholarships and additional partial tuition scholarships are 
awarded annually in the School of Engineering and Applied Science.

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w 0ur political and social philosophy as a nation rests upon the assumption 
that the individual human being is the most important factor — a person who 
possesses certain inalienable rights which can find expression in a free society 41 , 
George Washington University President Thomas H. Carroll told some several hundred 
military and civilian personnel, in an address at the Pentagon in observance of the 
National Day of Prayer, Wednesday, October 16, 1963, at 12*00 noon in the Pentagon 
Concourse. 

"Throughout our history we have stressed both in theory and in practice the 
importance of the rights of the individual". Dr. Carroll said. "At least implicitly, 
we have stressed the Individual's responsibilities to society as well. This must 
become increasingly explicit", he declared. 

"Today, we are involved in a national ferment which is being observed closely by 
literally the entire world", he continued. "We are trying to breathe life into 
certain civil rights, for the particular but not the exclusive benefit of the Negro 
citizens of this country. . . In my opinion, it is not Inaccurate to state that our 
society is now actively involved in giving real meaning to Christ's message proclaim¬ 
ing personal salvation as the purpose of life. The opportunity felly to develop 
one's abilities and to employ them in the service of society can be surely considered 
as an ess entail ingredient of personal salvation. • . The thrilling ecumenical 
movement which appears to be sweeping Christianity, after centuries of internecine 
warfare and very human bickering, is a marvellous example of how a change of heart 
and attitude can effect a change in condition".

Speaking of the various foreign aid programs of the United States, President 
Carroll commented, "The basic objective of our assistance programs everywhere has 
been and must continue to be the development of a society of free and independent 
nations which, although diverse in national traditions and economic and social 
patterns, can be united in working together for the common good of mankind. We should 
not—indeed we cannot—impose our ideas upon other nations but by our actions 
and example we can hope* * * that the individuality and self-reliance, coupled with 
willing cooperation for meeting common needs, which have evolved from our colonial 
and frontier past, will become a pattern for world-wide human and social advancement"* 
"The establishment and preservation of the right of all nations—including our 
own—to work out their destinies without the use of force and within a framework 
of concern for the destinies of others will constitute our reward. This is a worth¬ 
while and meaningful national purpose", he said.

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The School of International Service at The American University and the Institute 
for Sino-Soviet Studies of the School of Government, Business and International Affairs 
at The George Washington University are Jointly sponsoring a program leading to grad¬ 
uate degrees in Far Eastern studies, the two universities announced today. 

The program-started on an experimental basis last year—is in part the result of 
grants from the Ford Foundation to both universities. 

"This program reflects our strong and historic interest in international affairs," 
said President Thomas H. Carroll of The George Washington University. "The universities 
in Washington have a special responsibility in this increasingly important field of 
study and research. The eooperativo arrangement which we have developed with The 
American University is one which, we are confident, will strengthen the teaching and 
research contributions of both uoivorsities." 

President Hurst R. Anderson of The American University, citing the promise of 
the cooperative arrangement mentioned by Dr. Carroll, stated, "It is of great satis¬ 
faction to me that these two universities here in the District of Columbia are coop¬ 
erating in this program of Far Eastern studies. It is my hope that by joining hand^. 
once again in this effort the two universities will not only strengthen this program 
but will later cooperate in additional areas." 

The two presidents joined in expressing their belief that the next decade in 
American education will see many new efforts in cooperative action, particularly at 
the graduate level. They stated that this is especially desirable where advanced 
specialized training and background is required as in the case of Sino-Soviet studies.

Eight seminars are being jointly sponsored this year. Included among the seminar 
topics are Ideological Aspects of Chinese Communism, Background of the Chinese Revolu¬ 
tion, North Korea and North Viet Nam Between the USSR and Communist China, and The 
Role of the Military in Modern China. 

Among The George Washington University professors who will teach seminar courses 
are two internationally-recognized scholars who will spend a semester each on the 
University's faculty this year as Visiting Professors. Both experts in Far Eastern 
affairs. Professors Franz Michael and George E. Taylor will be on leave of absence 
from the Far Eastern and Russian Institute of the University of Washington (Seattle), 
during their stay at George Washington. 

Michael is Professor of Chinese History and Government and Chairman of the Modern 
Chinese Project at the Far Eastern and Russian Institute. He is here for the current 
fall semester, conducting a seminar on Communist China's Role in the Communist Move¬ 
ment* 

Taylor, who is Director of the Far Eastern and Russian Institute, will offer a 
seminar on U. S. Relations With China. He will serve on the GWU faculty during the 
spring semester. 

Two of the American University professors who will participate in the program 
are Michael F. M. Lindsay (Lord Lindsay of Birker), and Ralph L. Powell, both of the 
University's School of International Service. 

Lord Lindsay, who has taught previously at Harvard and Yale and at universities 
abroad, is Professor of Far Eastern Studies and Chairman of the Sub-Faculty for Area 
Studies at the School of International Service. He is a native of England, and a 
citizen of Australia. He will conduct a general seminar on all aspects of the Far 
East and a seminar on the Ideological Aspects of Chinese Communism.

"The government service should not try to play the role of the universities," 

Vico President John Anthony Brown Jr. of The George Washington University said today, 
while warning of some of the inhorent dangors in governmental training programs. 

Speaking before a joint lunehoon meeting of the American Society of Training 
Directors and the Society for Personnel Administration at the Presidential Arms, 

Brown called for closer federal agency-university ties, and suggested that the 
"future should bo marked by the development of university programs that really meet 
the neods of tho civil servioc." 

"Tho drive to establish a Foroign Service Academy, and other efforts to sot up 
programs of broad scope within the governmental apparatus, havo several clear and 
present dangers," Brown warned. 

"Do not these attempts assume that tradition, scholarship, the benofits of a 
university community, the breadth and scope of a university’s program, a trusted 
climate of academic freedom and integrity—that these things can be purchased with 
money and established overnight?" Brown asked. 

Ho suggested that such attempts also "neglect to properly estimate the narrowness 
of view of programs for government career people studying with other government career 
people under a faculty of men who are at least partially under government career 
regulations in tho milieu of a governmental establishment." 

Brown said he agreed with recent observations of Senator Claiborne Poll (D-Rhode 
Island) who said, "One can foresee what would be the fate of an unfortunate profossor 
(on a federal Foreign Affairs Academy faculty) who wrote an article in a learned jour¬ 
nal expressing a foreign policy view at variance with tho Administration then in 
power."

"Sonator Pell asked the question because he obviously felt that real academic 
freedom would be unlikely under tho circumstances, u Brown said. "Ie it possible to 
have a professor advocating recognition of Red China in a federal academy of foroign 
affairs while the U. S. Representative to the United Nations leads the battle against 
such recognition?" 

"It is likely that a foreign affairs academy located in the Washington area, 
staffed by people cleared through a State Department-appointed committee, will lack 
at least some of the objectivity so vital to the study of foreign policy," Brown 
declared. 

"Inbreeding is both biologically and educationally weakening. Inbreeding isn't 
something that can be carefully regulated—it must be avoided," 

Tho George Washington University has granted degrees to more peoplo in foreign 
service than any other institution. "Vie invite suggestions, we need criticism, we 
accept our responsibility for programs in service career development," Brown said, 

"Our pride in present quality does not protect us from the need to continually impr**ve 
and upgrade. There are few agencies, bureaus, offices or divisions in which a George 
Washington University alumnus is not pulling the total performance level down—or up."

Washington University this year as part of a series of public lectures on the current 
progress in eighteen important areas of mathematical research. 

The purpose of the series, which is in its second year, is to provide a more 
rapid and efficient dissemination of information on the status and principle directions 
of research in modern mathematics. 

"With the rapid expansion in mathematics, the mathematician finds it difficult to 
preserve a clear view of the current situation in related fields, sometimes even in his 
own field," said Professor David Nelson, chairman of The George Washington University's 
Department of Mathematics. 

Mary scholars feel that it is less of a burden to prepare lectures which can be 
edited for publication rather than prepare a monograph that must await publication in 
a scientific journal in order to obtain wide dissemination. 

The lectures are being published under the editorship of Dr. Thomas Saaty of the 
Office of Naval Research, which is sponsoring the series. The first six of last year's 
lectures have been published by John Wiley ft Sons, Inc., in a book entitled "Lectures 
on Modern Mathematics". Two more volumes are planned to cover the other twelve talks 
in the eighteen-part series.

One of the nation's largest medical diagnostic projects, under way 
at The George Washington University Hospital, has been aided by a $196,000 
grant from the Fannie E. Rippel Foundation of Newark, N. J., it was 
announced by University President Thomas H. Carroll and Dr. John Parks, 
medical director of the University Hospital and dean of the School of 
Medicine. 

The grant will be used to purchase advanced electronic systems for 
the hospital's extensive project of investigation and care of patients 
with cardiovascular disorders. 

For a number of years the university's Anesthesiology Department 
and the Cardiology Sections of the Departments of Surgery and Medicine 
have been concerned with the evaluation and improvement of equipment 
for advancing the care of the patient with heart disease. During the 
Fall of 1948, the first heart catheterization laboratory in the District 
of Columbia was established at the University Hospital. One of the 
first physiological monitors was used in this country by the university's 
Department of Anesthesiology in 1951 and 1952. 

Since 1961, when the United States Public Health Service established 
an Instrumentation Field Station of its Heart Disease Control Program as 
part of The George Washington University Hospital, the university has

been exploring the use of computers and other advanced electronic 
instruments for the diagnosis and treatment of cardiac conditions. 

The funds from the Fannie E. Rippel Foundation will make it 
possible for the University Hospital's staff to improve the monitoring 
of surgical patients in the operating and recovery rooms by using 
complex electronic equipment. The funds will also provide an opportunity 
to develop and test new equipment that will provide additional physiologic 
measurements for more complete monitoring of patients with cardiovascular 
disease. The purpose of this phase of the project will be to minimize 
the risk of operating procedures with special recognition of the increasing 
application of surgery in the elderly patient with heart disease and 
the young patient with congenital and rheumatic heart disease. 

The Foundation funds will also permit the hospital to perform 
computer analyses of physiologic signals derived by monitoring patients 
during cardiovascular studies in the Angio-Catheter Laboratory. The 
purpose of this project will be to investigate correlations between 
various existing methods of studying cardiovascular functions that 

would be of value in the diagnosis and assessment of cardiovascular 
disease.

I as uftorje Washington University will host one of seven distinguished lectures to 
be presented at Washington area universities this school year by nationally-recognised 
authorities in the field of science* 

The lecture series is being sponsored by the Science Bureau of the Metropolitan 
Washington Board of Trade in cooperation with seven universities—Qeorge Washington, 
Maryland, American, Georgetown, Howard, Catholic and Johns Hopkins. 

Maryland will host the initial lecture on November 5 at 8 p.m. in its Business and 
Public Administration Building* Woman F. Ramsey, professor of physics from Harvard 
University, will discuss Maser Technology (the Atomic Hydrogen Maser). 

Ramsey, who helped establish the Brookhaven Laboratory for nuclear research, received 
the Presidential Order of Merit for his work in World War n. 

Edward F. McClain from the Naval Research Laboratory will respond to Ramsey's lecture* 
A respondent has been invited to participate in each of the lecture programs, and will 
describe individual efforts to apply the theories (of the discussed area) to practical 
needs in research and development. 

The second lecture in the series will be held at the University's Lisner Auditorium 
on December 5 at 8 p.m* Alain Knthoven, Deputy Assistant Secretary of Defense for Systems 
Analysis, will discuss "Decision Theory and Systems Analysis" • The response to his talk 
will be given by Robert Kay of the technical analysis office, Hughes Aircraft Company* 

The free lectures are designed mainly for students, faculty members and working 
scientists, but will be open to the public. 

Topics to be discussed at later lectures include oceanology, space astronomy, satel¬ 
lite geodosy, and the accelerating urban revolution. 
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
